the 1,000,000-gallon water supply 
reservoir on Cemetery hill, prepar- 
atory to placing it in use while the 
500.000-gallon Tank adjoining it is 
being cleaned and painted next 
month, John H. Long, superinten- 
dent. said today. 


It is the first time the reservoir 


has been cleaned since 1937. It is not 
regularly used, its million gallons 
of water being held in reserve for 
emergencies.

bottom being washed with a fire 
hose and sprayed with a chlorine 
solution.

reservoir on Cemetery hill, prepar­ 
atory to placing it in use while the 
ftOO.OOO-gallon tarde adjoining it is 
being cleaned and painted next 
month.

It is the first time the reservoir 
has been cleaned since 1937. It is not 
regularly used, Its million gallons 
of water being held in reserve for 
emergencies.

Fear of Soviet Russia where he 
represented Britain from 1940 to 
1942—stymied immediate success cf 
the austerity prograin he ruled over 
after World War II. Cripps' economic 
plans were on the verge of victory 
until Russia’s expansionist policies 
caused the governments of Britain 
and her W estern allies to turn much 
of their output to rearmament. 
Cripps died here in tile Living 
Strength clinic after 35 years’ chronic 
suffering from colitis contracted as 
as a World W ar I ambulance driver 
and 18 m onths of acute illness from 
spondylitis, a progressively crippling 
spine inflammation.
